Department  of  Reform  Institutions. 

Sir: 

The  last  annual  report  reviewed  the  history  of  penology  in  this  Province 
since  the  turn  of  the  century.  The  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  March  31, 
1958,  will  not  only  encompass  the  activities  for  the  year,  but  will  take  into 
consideration  what  may  be  the  effects  of  the  implementation  of  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Fauteux  Report. 

Some  two  hundred  years  ago  places  of  confinement  were  established  for  the 
punishment  of  those  found  guilty  of  crimes.  Gradually  the  need  for  segregation 
of  those  committed  to  prison  was  recognized  as  one  of  the  most  important 
factors  in  dealing  with  any  prison  population. 

In  a modern  treatment  and  training  programme,  three  types  of  institutions 
are  necessary,  minimum,  medium  and  maximum  custody.  Until  1947  the 
institutions  within  the  framework  of  this  Department  were  of  the  medium 
custody  type.  The  establishment  of  the  Ontario  Training  Centres  and  the 
smaller  Industrial  Farms  provided  us  with  minimum  custody  institutions.  As 
the  result  of  disturbances  in  these  institutions  together  with  the  need  for  segre- 
gation of  sex  deviates,  drug  addicts  and  aggressive  psychopaths  the  need  for  a 
maximum  custody  institution  was  paramount.  Such  an  institution  was  built 
at  Millbrook  and  was  officially  opened  on  June  1st,  1957. 

This  institution  has  a well-organized  Treatment  and  Training  Programme. 
The  clinical  staff  consists  of  a Psychologist,  Social  Worker,  Chaplain,  part-time 
Psychiatrist,  Registered  Nurse  and  a part-time  Medical  Doctor.  The  clinical 
programme  of  Research  and  Treatment  includes  careful  screening  of  all  inmates 
for  the  purpose  of  treatment  work  and  counselling.  Inmates  are  placed  in  a 
progressive  group  system  and  they  earn  promotion  in  the  system  by  their 
adjustment,  attitude,  work  and  observance  of  Institution  regulations;  discipline 
is  firm,  but  impartial.  Special  courses  of  staff  training  have  been  conducted  in 
order  that  there  may  be  the  best  possible  understanding  by  the  staff  of  the 
inmates’  individual  problems.  Group  therapy  plays  a major  role  in  the  treatment 
programme  and  inmates  are  encouraged  to  earn  their  way  to  the  many  privileges 
and  advantages  in  our  open  institutions.  However,  a certain  percentage  prefer 
to  remain  in  the  Millbrook  setting  where  they  maintain  the  strict  discipline  is 
conducive  to  their  successful  rehabilitation. 

The  main  industry  at  Millbrook  is  the  manufacture  of  license  plates  for  the 
Department  of  Transport.  This  industry  was  transferred  to  Millbrook  from 
the  Ontario  Reformatory,  Guelph.  This  new  modern  plant  went  into  operation 
manufacturing  the  1959  markers  in  February.  A tailor  shop  employing  twenty- 
five  men  manufactures  inmate  clothing,  and  a laundry  and  dry  cleaning  plant 
employing  another  twelve  men  make  up  the  industries  of  this  institution.  As  a 
matter  of  policy  the  inmate  population  at  Millbrook  has,  so  far,  been  built  up 
gradually  with  a view  to  ensuring  the  development  of  the  best  system  of  training. 

The  Treatment  and  Training  Programme  in  our  other  institutions,  as 
mentioned  in  previous  annual  reports,  continued  this  year.  Emotionally  dis- 
turbed inmates  who  were  not  certifiable  as  mentally  ill,  were  transferred  to  the 
Neuro-Psychiatric  Clinic  at  the  Ontario  Reformatory,  Guelph,  where  they 
received  assistance.  Alcoholics  who  requested  treatment,  and  were  selected  as 
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suitable  for  such,  were  transferred  to  the  Alex.  G.  Brown  Memorial  Clinic  at 
Mimico.  The  results  we  have  had  in  this  Clinic  are  far  beyond  our  expectations. 
Drug  addicts  who  requested  treatment  were  transferred  to  the  Drug  Addiction 
Clinic  at  Mimico  for  the  last  four  months  of  their  sentences.  So  far  20  percent 
of  those  who  have  passed  through  the  Clinic  have  been  treated  successfully. 

Academic  and  Vocational  Training  for  the  younger  inmates  was  continued 
with  increasing  enthusiasm  at  the  Training  Centres  at  Brampton  and  Burtch, 
and  at  the  Ontario  Reformatory,  Guelph. 

It  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  to  provide  useful  and  suitable  employ- 
ment for  the  inmates  in  our  institutions  in  order  that  we  do  not  interfere  with 
labour  in  outside  industries.  Enforced  idleness  in  prison  can  completely  destroy 
the  beneficial  effect  of  the  most  elaborate  and  thorough  rehabilitation  programme. 
We  have  endeavoured  to  operate  a diversified  system  of  industries,  producing 
goods  for  the  use  of  government  departments  and  agencies,  thus  lessening  the 
burden  to  the  taxpayer  and  at  the  same  time  not  competing  unfairly  with  private 
industry  and  labour.  Part  of  this  varied  employment  programme  includes  the 
work  carried  on  in  co-operation  with  the  Department  of  Lands  and  Forests. 
Inmates  were  housed  in  forestry  camps  where  they  carried  out  forest  conservation, 
park  clearing  and  road  maintenance.  Not  only  did  this  provide  healthful  and 
useful  employment  for  the  inmates,  but  it  also  alleviated  the  overcrowding  in 
our  institutions  which  were  taxed  far  beyond  capacity.  The  use  of  these  forestry 
camps  has  been  extremely  valuable  from  the  standpoint  of  segregation.  Inmates 
transferred  to  them  are  those  sentenced  for  minor  offences  who  have  no  criminal 
intent  and  who  require  a minimum  of  custod}^  as  has  been  evidenced  by  the  ver}^ 
small  number  of  escapes  which  occurred.  Should  we  be  forced  to  evacuate 
these  camps  serious  overcrowding  conditions  in  our  permanent  institutions  will 
be  the  result.  Such  conditions  are  unhealthy,  conducive  to  poor  morale,  poor 
discipline  and  sometimes  costly  disturbances. 

Statistics  show  that  as  the  population  of  the  country  increases,  crime 
increases.  The  historical  table,  or  Table  No.  14,  shows  the  number  committed 
to  jail  and  the  number  convicted,  also  ratio  to  population  of  Ontario.  During  the 
fiscal  3^ear  there  were  11,240  prisoners  transferred  to  our  Reformatories  and 
Industrial  Farms  and  the  average  population  per  day  was  3,325  males  and  134 
females.  The  combined  accommodation  of  Industrial  Farms  and  Reformatories 
is  3,188  for  males  and  160  for  females.  It  is  not  known  just  what  results  the 
implementation  of  the  Fauteux  Report  will  have  on  this  Department.  We  do 
know  that  one  of  the  recommendations  is  that  Provincial  Governments  should  be 
responsible  for  the  care  and  treatment,  in  penal  institutions,  of  persons  sentenced 
to  imprisonment  for  maximum  terms  of  six  months  or  less.  From  this,  and 
based  on  current  figures  the  Federal  Government  will  relieve  the  Province  of 
approximately  1,700  males  and  70  females.  This  would  leave  the  Province 
with  the  responsibility  of  providing  accommodation  and  other  facilities  for  a 
minimum  of  some  1,900  prisoners  M 12  of  whom  would  be  females — serving 
sentences  of  six  months  and  under.  However,  it  is  the  general  consensus  of 
opinion  of  those  experienced  in  our  field  that  there  will  be  a substantial  increase 
in  six-month  sentences.  It  is,  therefore,  submitted  that  instead  of  retaining 
minimum  necessities  in  the  way  of  accommodation  for  our  future  use  provision 
should  be  made  for  at  least  2,500  male  and  200  female  prisoners,  including  an 
institution  to  be  set  up  as  a Diagnostic  and  Research  Centre.  In  this  way, 
much  needed  space  should  be  avilable  to  allow  a thorough  system  of  classification. 
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which  is  so  important,  but  hopelessly  impossible  in  the  present  setting.  If,  on 
the  other  hand,  bare  necessities  only  are  retained  it  will  not  be  long  before  the 
Province  will  be  forced  to  erect  new  buildings. 

It  would  be  inviting  severe  and  justifiable  criticism  and  it  would  be  contrary 
to  public  opinion  if  the  role  of  this  Department  is  restricted  to  a purely  custodial 
function — as  has  been  suggested  by  some.  It  would  be  a decidedly  backward 
step  and  one  which  would  place  the  Province  in  a very  poor  light.  For  some  years, 
this  Department  has  enjoyed  a very  high  reputation  for  its  advanced  training 
and  treatment  programme,  even  though  it  has  seldom  been  able  to  satisfy 
some  local  opinion.  To  revert  to  nothing  more  than  a custodial  and  punitive 
programme  would  be  like  going  back  a century.  It  will  be  essential  to  ensure 
a programme  that  will  provide  training  in  good  work  habits.  It  will  also  be  essen- 
tial to  provide  industries  in  order  to  ensure  a full  work  programme  and  to  reduce 
the  cost  of  operation,  not  only  of  this  Department,  but  of  others.  Such 
industries  must  be  of  a type  that  will  provide  a training  ground  for  post-discharge 
employment.  There  must  be  no  idleness,  at  any  time.  Adequate  professional 
services  must  be  retained  to  provide  medical,  psychiatric,  psychological  and 
sociological  treatment.  The  Clinic  for  the  treatment  of  alcoholics  must  be 
continued  and  the  building  presently  serving  as  a Treatment  Centre  for  those 
addicted  to  the  use  of  narcotic  drugs  will  be  required  in  a new  setting.  Profes- 
sional services  will  also  be  required  for  the  Neuro-Psychiatric  Centre.  The 
services  of  this  Department’s  Rehabilitation  Officers  will  be  essential  to  the 
future  plans  and  responsibilities  of  the  Department.  Counselling,  post-discharge 
employment  and  after-care  will  still  demand  their  attention. 

To  provide  essential  facilities  it  will  be  necessary  to  retain  the  Industrial 
Farms  at  Fort  William,  Monteith,  Burtch  and  Burritt’s  Rapids  and  the 
Reformatories  at  Guelph,  Mimico,  Millbrook  and  the  Mercer.  These  institutions 
will  provide  facilities  for  2,332  male  and  160  female  prisoners.  This  is  on  the 
assumption  that  a new  dormitory  will  be  provided  at  Fort  William  increasing 
the  capacity  of  that  Institution  from  90  to  150.  In  addition  to  the  facilities  for 
2,332  males  our  Clinics  will  provide  space  for  another  83  males  and  the  small 
unit  under  construction  outside  of  Brampton  another  24  for  women,  i.e.,  a total 
of  2,415  males  and  184  females  can  be  provided  for,  if  the  institutions  listed 
above  are  retained. 

Essential  Industries 

It  is  submitted  that  few  of  our  industries  should  be  discontinued.  During 
the  past  year  or  more,  we  have  satisfied  ourselves  that  men  serving  short 
sentences  can  be  trained  to  operate  power  tools  and  to  apply  themselves  success- 
fully to  a wide  variety  of  semi-skilled  employment.  No  industry  presently 
operated  by  us  is  too  difficult  to  be  continued  by  short-term  prisoners.  The 
License  Plate  Plant  is,  perhaps,  the  most  exacting  of  all  industries  and  here  we 
have  proved  to  our  satisfaction  that  every  operation  can  be  mastered  after  two 
or  three  days  training. 

Farming  provides  limited  employment  even  during  the  spring  and  summer 
months,  and  during  the  winter  months  activities  in  this  field  are  very  restricted 
indeed.  It  is,  therefore,  imperative  that  we  continue  to  operate  our  industries 
for  two  very  good  reasons:  (a)  they  are  the  only  acceptable  means  of  providing 
a full  and  constructive  work  programme  throughout  the  year,  and  {h)  they 
provide  a substantial  saving  in  operating  costs  to  this  Department  and  to  some 
extent,  other  Departments  of  Government.

REPORT  OF  DEPARTMENT

The  industries  considered  essential  to  the  future  success  of  this  Department 

are: 

(1)  motor  license  plate  manufacturing  at  Millbrook,  where  some  two 
million  pairs  of  plates  are  presently  being  produced  annually; 

(2)  brick  and  tile  manufacturing  at  Mimico  for  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  general  construction  programme; 

(3)  canning  at  Burtch  and  Guelph  where  three  and  a half  million  pounds 
of  fruits  and  vegetables  are  prepared  annually  for  this  and  other 
Departments; 

(4)  tailoring  at  Guelph,  Burtch  and  Rideau; 

(5)  manufacturing  of  blankets,  socks  and  blanket  cloth  at  Guelph; 

(6)  manufacturing  at  Guelph  of  institution  furniture  for  our  own  and  other 
Departments; 

(7)  butchering  of  livestock  and  processing  meat  in  the  abattoir  at  Guelph 
to  supply  the  needs  of  our  own  institutions  and  several  of  the  Ontario 
Hospitals; 

(8)  manufacturing  at  Burtch  of  concrete  articles  such  as  surveyor’s 
monuments  for  the  Department  of  Highways,  and  concrete  blocks  and 
tile  for  our  use  and  for  the  Department  of  Public  Works  use; 

(9)  manufacturing  of  park  and  roadside  picnic  tables  for  the  Department 
of  Lands  and  Forests  at  Guelph,  Rideau,  and  Fort  William  for  as  long 
as  the  demand  continues; 

(10)  manufacturing  of  sheet  metal  products,  e.g.,  garbage  cans,  eaves- 
troughing,  pails,  bins  and  a wide  variety  of  similar  articles  for  this 
and  other  Departments  at  Guelph; 

(11)  manufacturing  of  men’s  and  women’s  garments,  sheets,  pillow  cases, 
pyjamas,  etc.,  at  the  Andrew  Mercer  Reformatory; 

(12)  manufacturing  of  metal  grilles,  gates,  canning  and  other  kitchen 
utensils,  screens,  beds  and  numerous  other  essential  articles  and  pieces 
of  equipment  in  the  machine  shop  at  Guelph  for  this  and  other 
Departments. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  provide  other  heavy,  less  interesting  and  less  pro- 
ductive forms  of  labour,  in  order  to  ensure  discipline  and  training  in  good  work 
habits  for  those  whose  laziness  and  anti-social  attitudes  are  responsible  for  their 
incarceration.  This  should  take  the  form  of  “pick  and  shovel’’  work,  such  as 
ditching,  road  building,  grading,  quarrying,  etc.,  but  continuity  in  this  form 
of  labour  is  restricted,  unless  mobile  camps  are  established  and  opposition  to 
the  employment  of  prisoners  to  improve  or  to  develop  natural  resources  is 
removed.  The  benefits  that  could  accrue  from  the  employment  of  prisoners 
on  public  projects  is  unlimited.  Reforestation,  brushing,  thinning,  cutting  fire 
lanes,  road  building,  parks  development  and  numerous  other  related  projects 
(otherwise  too  costly  to  be  undertaken)  could  be  carried  out  by  prison  labour. 
This  form  of  labour  would  have  a desirable  effect  on  certain  types  of  recidivists 
and  is  more  likely  to  keep  them  out  of  our  institutions  in  future,  than  any  other 
known  treatment.  Therefore,  a portable  or  mobile  unit  to  provide  for  50 
prisoners,  initially,  is  advocated. 

It  has  been  our  experience  that  a percentage  of  those  who  are  serving  short 
sentences  are  just  as  determined  to  cause  disaffection  as  those  serving  longer 
terms.  This  type  of  prisoner  has  demonstrated  in  the  past  that  he  enjoys  causing 
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disturbances  and  that  he  gets  great  pleasure  from  undermining  authority, 
organizing  subversive  activities  and  ceaselessly  planning  to  recruit  a following 
in  order  to  destroy  the  orderly  and  constructive  programme  of  an  open  institution. 
There  is  a higher  percentage  of  this  type  today  that  in  the  past.  Added  to  this 
young,  tough  element,  we  shall  be  called  upon  to  deal  with  a substantial  number 
of  prisoners  who  have  served  from  one  to  five  years  in  the  penitentiary — some 
having  received  aggregate  sentences  up  to  fifty  years  for  criminal  offences 
including  armed  robbery,  robbery  with  violence,  manslaughter,  indecent  assault, 
gross  indecency,  rape,  burglary,  wounding,  arson,  escaping,  possession  of  drugs, 
break  prison,  etc.,  etc.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  a daily  average  of  140  of  this  type 
must  be  expected.  A high  percentage  of  these  men  are  thoroughly  experienced, 
determined,  disturbing  influences.  Some  of  these  would  fit  into  the  classification 
of  sex  deviates,  aggressive  psychopaths,  drug  addicts  or  arsonists.  For  this 
overall  group,  special  provision  must  be  made,  if  we  are  to  avoid  costly  prison 
disturbances.  It  is,  therefore,  submitted  that  the  rention  of  Millbrook  as  the 
only  safe  and  suitable  place  in  which  to  properly  deal  with  these  elements  is  of 
the  utmost  importance. 

Classification  or  separation  of  the  various  types  of  prisoners  mentioned 
earlier  in  this  report  is  of  paramount  importance  in  any  penal  system.  We 
must,  therefore,  plan  carefully  to  continue  to  protect  various  types  by  providing 
the  utmost  in  classification. 

Trade  Training  as  it  is  presently  constituted  would  of  necessity  be  dis- 
continued. Short  courses  in  the  less  technical  trades  such  as  welding,  painting, 
bricklaying  could  be  offered  as  a refresher  course  in  conjunction  with  the  building 
maintenance  and  industrial  programme. 

Staff 

The  establishment  of  the  five-day,  forty-hour  week,  together  with  the  increase 
in  salaries,  has  had  a stabilizing  effect  on  the  custodial  staff  of  each  institution. 
The  turnover  of  staff  has  been  reduced  substantially  and  we  are  now  in  a better 
position  staffwise,  than  we  have  been  for  many  years. 

Staff  Training  Courses  have  been  continued  throughout  the  year  at  the 
Staff  Training  School  at  Guelph,  while  in-service  training  has  been  conducted  in 
a number  of  institutions. 


Conclusion 

We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  for  the  co-operation  received  this  year 
from  many  interested  citizens,  organizations  and  other  Departments  of  the 
Service  who  have  greatly  assisted  us  in  this  very  important  work.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 

THE  ONTARIO  BOARD  OF  PAROLE 

For  the  Year  Ending  March  31st,  1958 

The  Parole  Act  of  1946  and  its  Amendment  of  1952  authorizes  the  Ontario 
Board  of  Parole  to  deal  with  cases  of  inmates  who  are  serving  indeterminate 
sentences  in  Provincial  Institutions. 

The  Board  conducts  monthly  meetings  at  the  following  Institutions: 
Industrial  Farm,  Burwash;  Ontario  Reformatory^,  Guelph;  Ontario  Training 
Centre,  Brampton;  Ontario  Reformatory,  Mimico;  Ontario  Reformatory, 
Millbrook;  Andrew  Mercer  Reformatory,  Toronto;  and  The  Good  Shepherd 
Industrial  Refuge,  Minnow  Lake,  Ontario.  The  Board  also  meets  twice  monthly 
in  the  Main  Office  in  Toronto  to  thoroughly  review  cases  scheduled  to  appear 
before  them.  During  the  year  a total  of  91  meetings  were  held. 

A male  inmate  who  is  serving  a definite  plus  an  indefinite  sentence  appears 
automatically  before  the  Board  approximately  two  months  prior  to  the  expiration 
of  his  definite  sentence. 

All  female  cases  considered  by  the  Board  are  serving  indeterminate  sentences 
only,  and  it  is  the  policy  of  the  Board  to  interview  these  cases  approximately 
two  months  prior  to  the  expiration  of  half  the  indeterminate  sentence. 

As  soon  as  the  inmate  serving  an  indeterminate  sentence  is  admitted  to  an 
Institution,  the  Parole  Officer  in  Toronto  commences  a file  and  obtains  reports 
from  the  sentencing  Magistrate,  Police  Department  concerned  with  the  offence, 
R.C.M.P.,  Probation  Officer’s  Pre-Sentence  Report,  Home  Investigation, 
Psychiatric  or  Psychological  Report,  and  Family  History. 

Immediately  preceding  the  inmate’s  appearance  before  the  Board  an 
Institutional  Report  is  obtained,  supplying  information  as  to  conduct,  work 
progress,  etc. 

The  inmate  is  granted  a personal  interview  with  the  Board  and  is  immedi- 
ately advised  in  writing  as  to  the  Board’s  decision.  This  interview  is  a most 
interesting  feature.  It  is  here  the  Board  has  an  opportunity  of  meeting  the 
prisoner  personally  and  discussing  his  problems  with  him. 

The  Parole  and  Rehabilitation  Officer  located  at  the  Institution  interviews 
those  who  have  been  granted  parole  and  the  plan  in  reference  to  employment 
and  living  accommodation  is  formulated. 

When  released  on  parole  from  the  Institution,  supervision  is  maintained  by 
the  Parole  and  Rehabilitation  Staff  who  are  responsible  for  the  supervision  in 
areas  throughout  the  Province.  The  man  is  visited  regularly  and  is  given  every 
assistance  in  order  that  he  may  re-establish  himself  in  society. 

Many  organizations  have  been  helpful  to  our  Department  in  this  work  and 
among  these  are  the  National  Employment  Service,  Elizabeth  Fry  Society, 
John  Howard  Society,  Salvation  Army,  Religious  Welfare  Services  and  other 
organizations  engaged  in  the  rehabilitation  field.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRISON,  JAIL  AND  POLICE  COURT  WORK 
IN  THE  PROVINCE  OF  ONTARIO 

For  Year  Ending  December  31,  1957 


The  Correctional  Services  Department  continues  to  extend  its  services  to 
meet  the  increasing  demands  of  the  new  conception  of  Rehabilitation  work  in 
the  behalf  of  the  accused,  the  convicted  and  the  released  person. 

The  Correctional  Services  Officers,  supplemented  by  many  Social  and  Corps 
Officers,  are  visiting  more  police  courts  than  ever  before  and  untiring  and  con- 
secrated efforts  are  being  made  to  meet  the  varied  needs  of  those  in  conflict  with 
the  law.  Home  visitations,  contacts  with  employers,  guidance  and  counselling 
the  accused,  arranging  representation  and  making  appeals  in  Court  where 
requested,  assisting  the  magistrates  and  prosecutors  in  arriving  at  a decision  as 
to  the  disposal  of  the  problem  cases  which  are  often  more  social  welfare  than 
criminal  offences. 

The  work  in  the  prisons  and  penal  institutions  has  continued  and  on  both 
sides  of  the  “big  walls”  the  officers  contribute  much  in  the  assisting  and  maintain- 
ing of  the  family  contacts  and  preserving  a link  that  promises  reconciliation  and 
restoration  in  the  future. 

By  constant  visitation  in  the  Institutions,  with  the  privilege  of  personal 
interviews,  supported  by  religious  meetings  and  Bible  Study  Classes  or  corres- 
pondence courses  a valuable  pre-release  work  is  accomplished  and  in  many  cases 
testimony  is  given  by  those  aided  and  tributes  paid  by  the  custodial  officers  and 
staff. 


Rehabilitation  Centres,  Receiving  Homes,  and  Social  Service  Centres 
provide  a chain  of  services  that  are  expanding  to  meet  the  ever-insistent  demands. 
Full  co-operation  is  given  to  the  Remission  Service  Branch  of  the  Department  of 
Justice  in  providing  supervision  for  those  released  on  Ticket  of  Leave. 

The  spirit  of  “the  human  touch”  and  “the  understanding  heart”  does  not 
exist  in  greater  measure  and  meaning  than  in  the  Correctional  Services  Depart- 
ment. 

We  acknowledge  with  sincere  appreciation  the  splendid  support  given  by 
the  Provincial  Government,  the  custodial  staff  of  the  various  institutions,  the 
magistrates,  crown  attorneys  and  those  associated  with  them.
